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Firearms warning at Chard Reservoir 


RANGERS at Chard Reser¬ 
voir are concerned over inci¬ 
dents reported to them of 
firearms being used at the site. 

They are urging members of 
the public to stop using 
weapons at the site and to con¬ 
tact the police if they see any¬ 
thing suspicious. 

During the last week, two sep¬ 
arate incidents where members 
of the public have been seen 
using or handling an air rifle 
and evidence of a further use 
over the weekend have been re¬ 
ported to the rangers. Incidents 
have been reported to the Police. 

It is an offence to handle a 
firearm in public and also to dis¬ 


charge of a firearm in a public 
place. 

Ranger Tim Brown who main¬ 
tains Chard Reservoir said: 
“We’ve had a number of inci¬ 
dents reported to us in the past 
week and we want to put a stop 
to anyone potentially harming 
wildlife or another person now, 
before it actually happens. 

“Ring the police immediately 
if you see anyone acting suspi¬ 
ciously or with any sort of 
weapon on site, including 
knifes, firearms and cross¬ 
bows”. 

Councillor Sylvia Seal, Portfo¬ 
lio Holder for Leisure and Cul¬ 
ture added: “No weapons are 
allowed on our sites without the 


permission of South Somerset 
District Council. We urge any¬ 
one who is thinking about taking 
any sort of weapon to any public 
site to think again. Public sites 
aren’t the place for weapons”. 

Chard Reservoir has 88 acres 
of open water, woodland and 
meadow. The reservoir site is a 
haven for birdwatchers, anglers 
and local walkers. The outer 
wildflower meadows are excel¬ 
lent examples of unimproved 
grassland awash with orchids 
and alive with insects in the 
summer months. The woodland 
that edges the reservoir itself is 
home to many species and is 
managed to maintain that diver¬ 
sity.

Self help is the way forward 


ILMINSTER Youth Club was one 
of 16 Somerset-based organisa¬ 
tions getting a slice of a £48,000

Cat King, member of the youth 
parliament for South Somerset, 
said: “It was great to be involved 
in making the funding decisions 
because it gives us, as young peo¬ 
ple, the power to be able to ac¬ 
tively help our communities. 

"I am impressed by the level of 
volunteering within youth clubs - 
we know, after the cuts, how im¬ 
portant these people are and how 
amazing the work they do is.” 


I ATTEND a large number of 
meetings each month, fre¬ 
quently going from one to the 
other. 

As taxpayers' money from 
central government becomes 
ever harder to extract, it has 
been interesting to note the ex¬ 
tent to which our local villages 
and towns either take the 
stance of:'we've paid our taxes, 
so well make sure get what we 
deserve', or the approach 
adopted by villages such as 
Horton, where the attitude 
seems to be one of 'if no-one 
else is going to take care of our 
village, then we will'. 

I don't disagree that we have 
seen a significant cutback in a 
number of services that we had 
come to expect as of right in re¬ 
cent years. I don't believe 
though, that it is going to get 
any better. Much as we might 
find the current situation unac¬ 
ceptable, in the long term I be¬ 
lieve it will be the self-help 
approach that will win through, 
much as it does in our own 
lives. 

Not only did Horton, some 
years ago, work together to 
raise hundreds of thousands of 
pounds towards a new village 
hall, but under the current 
chairmanship of Christian 
Guppy, who has followed in his 


mentor Gerald Meecham's 
footsteps, many members of 
the local community are seen 
out and about at weekends 
picking up litter, weeding, cut¬ 
ting down brambles from over¬ 
grown pathways, installing 
extra litter bins, all manner of 
odd jobs. 

At their recent meeting 
youngsters came to speak to 
councillors about their desire 
for improved skateboarding fa¬ 
cilities. They weren't just look¬ 
ing for hand-outs, but were 
prepared to try to raise funds 
for themselves. 

This also helped to prompt 
the re-formation of the Playing 
Fields Committee, led by Ann 
Richards and newly co-opted 
parish council member Richard 
Clifford, with a view to support¬ 
ing them in their aims. 

Comment has also been 
made in recent weeks during 
discussions over upcoming 
planning applications, about 
the reluctance of some new¬ 
comers to become involved in 
the community. Whilst this is 
often the case, particularly 
where second homes are con¬ 
cerned, it is a two-way street, 
and it is up to long-term resi¬ 
dents to make the first move. 

It is this open mind set that 
makes living and working 


amongst our rural communi¬ 
ties so worthwhile, to the ben¬ 
efit of everyone. 

I thoroughly enjoyed my stint 
at painting the walls of 
Whitelackington Village Hall, 
and in Ashill and other villages 
in Neroche they have har¬ 
nessed the services of the Pro¬ 
bation Service to gain the 
support of physical labour that 
was needed. 

With the llminster Carnival 
coming up, I know full well who 
will be out in force picking up 
litter early the following morn¬ 
ing; a group of volunteers led 
by llminster Forum members, 
and town councillors. 

They could so easily take the 
view that it is not their litter. 

Yes, it is frustrating, particu¬ 
larly as an elected representa¬ 
tive, to feel that things are no 
longer being done with the 
same level of care or frequency 
that we were once used to, but 
complaining about it won't 
help either. 

As much as I represent every¬ 
one, or try to at least, it is so 
much more satisfying and re¬ 
warding to help those who 
want to help themselves.

A' Lawrence & Studio' to study at Lawrences 


A FINE Georgian portrait of an Earl is expected to 
attracted keen interest at Lawrences in Crewkerne 
next month. 

It depicts Frederick Howard, the 5th Earl of Carlisle, 
painted when he was in his mid forties in about 
1794. Research has identified the portrait as being 
by Sir Thomas Lawrence, PRA (1769-1830) with 
contributions from his studio and was painted 
when Lawrence was still a young man in his mid 
twenties. It is believed that the face is by the master 
and the robes are finished with the help of his busy 
assistants. 

By the time this 30" by 25" portrait 
was executed, the 5th Earl (who had 
succeeded to the title aged just ten 
in 1758) had already been painted 
twice by Sir Joshua Reynolds and had 
held the posts of Treasurer of the 
Household, First Lord of Trade, Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland, Lord Steward 
of the Household and Lord Privy Seal. 

He died in 1825 at Castle Howard in 
Yorkshire and is buried there. 

"The portrait has been consigned 
for sale by a direct descendant of the 
sitter in the Howard family," says 
Lawrence's specialist, Richard Kay. 

"It is most unusual to find a portrait 
of this quality that is unrecorded, that 
has come to auction from a 
descendant of the sitter and that is in 
such good and original condition. It 
is even in its original frame. It is a 
refined and aristocratic work, with a 
lavish attention to silks, satins and 
fine velvets. As is usual with 
Lawrence's most ambitious portraits, 
the face is strongly lit and vigorously 


painted with his usual rich and buttery brushwork 
showing great accomplishment of technique. 
The Earl looks serene and thoughtful as befits his 
nobility and his senior diplomatic position.This is a 
marvellous find and an important addition to the 
portraits of the Earl as well as being a fascinating 
new discovery for scholars of Lawrence and his able 
studio." 

The auctioneers are hoping that the portrait will 
make £15000-20000 at auction on October 17th.

Squeaky Door Hinges 

Spray a little WD-40 onto the hinges, moving the 
door back and forth to work in the lubricant. Or 
try rubbing the hinges with petroleum jelly. If 
these tricks don't work, lift the hinge pins about 
halfway and lubricate them with three-in-one oil, 
using a rag to catch drips. 

Squeaky Floor 

For a temporary fix, sprinkle talcum powder over 
the noisy area and sweep it into the cracks. Be sure 
to remove any traces of powder if you're ever 
going to refinish the floor. 

Fixing Unfurled Wallpaper 

With a knife, smear wallpaper paste onto a piece 
of writing paper. Rub the paper against the under¬ 
side of the peeling section. Press the wallpaper 
against the wall. Slide the writing paper out and 
smooth away bubbles with a clean cloth. 

Tightening Caning 

A little sagging over time is natural but reversible. 
To tighten caning back up, use a sponge to wet 
the underside with warm water. Let dry slowly 
overnight. Repeat if necessary. 

Washing Chandeliers 

Allow the fixture to cool. Wear a pair of white cot¬ 
ton gloves—one dry, one dampened with glass 
cleaner. (For crystal, use one part rubbing alcohol 
to three parts distilled water.) Wipe each prism 
with the damp glove, then the dry one. 

Whitening Bathtub Stains 

Combine equal amounts of cream of tartar and 
baking soda with enough lemon juice to make a 
paste. Rub the mixture into the stain with your fin¬ 
gers or a soft cloth. Let sit for a half hour, then rinse 
well with water. 

Unjamming Sliding Windows 

A little silicone spray lubricant (sold at hardware 
stores) will grease the skids. Spray it onto a rag, 
then wipe along the tracks, whether they're metal, 
wood, or plastic. 

Removing Stubborn Decals 

Spray the decals and the surrounding areas with 
WD-40, lifting the edges to get underneath, if pos¬ 
sible. Let sit, then gently scrape away the decal 
with the edge of a credit card. Degrease the tub 


with liquid dishwashing soap. 

Slamming Door 

Soften the slam of a door by affixing a few pieces 
of peel-and-stick foam weather stripping around 
the doorstop. Or get a wide rubber band and wrap 
it around the doorknobs on both sides, stretching 
it across the edge of the door. Don't cover the 
latch. 

Removing Light Bulbs 

Press the center of a foot-long strip of duct tape 
onto the middle of the bulb. Fold each loose end 
in half so it sticks onto itself. Gripping each end 
between your thumb and index finger, give a 
counterclockwise twist to loosen the bulb. 

Reviving Parched Cutting Boards 

Revive your board by gently warming a bottle of 
pure mineral oil (available at drugstores) in a bowl 
of hot water, then wiping the oil onto the surface 
with a soft cloth. Wipe off the excess four to six 
hours later. 

Plumping Up Deflated Cushions 

Put them outside in the sun for a few hours, flip¬ 
ping them halfway through. (Be careful—leaving 
them out too long may fade the fabric.) The sun 
will help evaporate the moisture that gets into the 
filling over time, and the cushions should plump 
up nicely. 

Repairing Marked-Up Linoleum Floors 

Rub the spot with white toothpaste and a dry 
cloth or with an eraser. Or spray WD-40 on a towel 
and rub lightly, making sure to degrease the area 
afterward with liquid dishwashing soap and water. 

Cleaning Decanters 

Fill the decanter halfway with hot water, a few 
drops of liquid dishwashing soap, two table¬ 
spoons of white vinegar, and a cup of uncooked 
rice. Swirl the rice around for a few minutes to re¬ 
move the residue, rinse with hot water, and air- 
dry. 

Organizing and Storing Cords 

Cowgirls and sailors alike know the benefits of 
storing ropes neatly coiled.
